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he role of very many stal- 
warts from the south of In- 
dia, in the history of the 


freedom movement, may not be so 
well known, Among the few known, 
the name of Kumaran - Thirupur 
Kumaran may figure. 

Known for his patriotic fervour 
and his deep respect for the na- 
tional flag, Kumaraswamy was born 
in 1904 in the very small village of 
Chennimalai to a couple who lived 
in not much comfort. On the con- 
trary, they were very poor and 
Kumaraswamy grew up under con- 
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ditions of poverty. Kumaran was 
‘sent to school but circumstances 
would not allow him to continue af- 
ter class V, Even at that very young 
age, Kumaran took up the respon- 
sibility of supporting the family fi 
nancially. He learntthe art of weav- 
ing and later took it up as his pro- 
fession 

At the age of 19, Kumaran mar- 
ried Ramayee who was to him a 
good housewife, But he soon had 
to move with his family to the town 
of Erode to make his living, Al- 
though Kumaran was sad that he 











could not study further, 
he never wasted his 
time. He read many 
books and learnt a lot. 


man of great 
values, good 
qualities and 


broad thinking, Kumaran 
was soon drawn towards 
Gandhian values and 
principles. He began 
to read Gandhi's works 
and was deeply attracted 
by them. He soon ac- 
cepted Ganghiji as his 
leader and followed his 
path, He weaved his own 
loom and wore only 
handloom. That he must 
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do something for his country, his na- 
tion, his motherland was a thought 
that soon flowered in Kumaran’s 
mind, 

The great day finally arrived when 
his long felt wish was satisfied. On 
the 4th of January 1932, Gandhiji 
started the Civil Disobedience Move- 
ment and was arrested by the Brit- 
ish Raj. The entire nation rose against 








this move of the British. This was what 
Kumaran was waiting for. 
“Freedom is our birth right" 
dia is our Motherland”, “We are In- 
dians, India is our country", “We 
want the British to leave India” - 
Kumaran was in the fore front of this 
march - volunteers and sevaks of 
the Thirupur United National Youth 
Association marched to show their 
protest against Gandhi's arrest, 





A hard blow landed on 
Kumaran's head. Being ahead of 
the others in the march, he was 
lathi- charged without any warning 
whatsoever. A brutal act that led to 
Kumaran bleeding protusely from 
his head, Blow after blow fell on this 
valiant youth. Kumaran and his fel- 
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low men neither stopped shouting 
the slogans nor did they let go the 
flag. Kumaran fell down uncon- 
scious, was kicked and made to roll 
on the streets. However his fists 
tightly clutched on to the National 
Flag as he continued to chant the 
words “Vande Mataram’. Kumaran 
was only 28 when he died on the 


11th of January. 
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‘awn was breaking on the 
Chilika lake. The 
Irrawaddy dolphins stirred 


sleepily in the water, which 
reflecting the red of the morning 
sun, splashed over their gleaming 
white skin, Shishumar, a new 
entrant to the dolphin family, 
snuggled close to his mother, as 
the water was chilly in the month 
of November.

He had to 
duck hastily to avoid collision 
with a flamingo that was flying 
almost at water level. He then 
watched the flock fly by from the 
safety of underwater, but he could 
now see only blotches of pink 
move above him. 

The sun began its gradual climb 
into the sky and its rays made 
the water warmer. Shishumar 
began to feel the pangs of hun- 
ger. He nudged his mother gently 
with his melon-shaped forehead 
and squeaked to her. Mother was 
still sleeping. He tried to wake 
her by tapping her back with his 
flippers. No luck, she was fast 
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asleep. Shishumar turned to see 
the other dolphins, None was 
awake 


As Shishumar rose gently to 
the surface once again, he saw 
a slow-moving, ungainly object 
floating in the lake nearby 
Shishumar quickly took air and 
dived, partly out of fear of the 
unknown object. But curiosity got 
the better of him and he could 
not help swimming underneath 
the object and giving it a look.

Shishumar swam up to the 
turtle in what he thought was 
a friendly way. But the turtle 
perceived things differently. 
Alll it saw was a large shark- 
like creature pouncing towards 
it. Since sharks were its worst 
enemies, it responded by 
promptly withdrawing into its 
shell 

Now this left Shishumar 
completely perplexed, Where 








was the creature? All that he 
could see now was a round leath- 
ery box. Shishumar floated closer, 
and looked where the head had 
been. He was surprised to see 
that it was now inside the box, 
with the two eyes peering at him 
in a cautious way from within it. 


As Shishumar rose gently 
to the surface once again,

As gravity 
pulled him down, he fell with a 
big splash, much to his own 
surprise, He repeated this over 
and over again until he had 
thoroughly enjoyed himself.

Western Music, as the name 
itself would suggest, refers to the 
music that originated fro 

Western part of the 

world, that is, America, 

Europe and some parts, 

of Africa. Let us, in this 

column, get a preview 

on this aspect of music. 

It is an ocean, but we 

shall try to give to you 

2 gist of it 


"You must have heard of terms like 
Symphony, Orchestra, Band and 
Choir. Alll these have some things in 
common - a person who sings, 
instruments that are’ played and 
definitely a group of musicians who 
come together to produce music. 
However, there are differences in the 
nature of music because the 
instruments used vary and so do the 


tunes and rhythms. For 
example a symphony would 
have more of wind and string 
} instruments, while a band 

would include a variety of 
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forms, often there is no person 
singing. There are notes that are 
played by the artistes and most of the 
tunes that they play date back to the 
times of the master composers 
which include Bach, Mozart, 
Beethoven, Handel, 
Tchaikovsky, Vivaldi and 
Strauss. Incidentally, the 
greatness of these artistes, like 
Beethoven is evident from the 
fact that he went on composing 
even after going deaf. Bach and 
Handel went blind in the last 
vears of their lives. 

Opera hasits roots way back 
in the early 17th century in 
Florence, in Italy. The singer 
here uses a very high pitch 
which is characteristic to this 
form of music. This adds 
to the dramatic effect 
which is required. 
There are also 
“comic” operas 
called ‘opera 
butfa’ and ‘opera 
comique’ which 
have some 
spoken dialogues in 
them, Of the modern 
exponents of the opera, the name 
that readily springs to mind is that of 
the mellifluous Luciano Pavarotti, the 
Italian opera singer. 

azz is the name that refers to a 






musical style that was essentially 
evolved by the African American 


community. It relies heavily on 
harmony, much like Western 
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* Elvis Presley 


Classical. It is characterized by 
instruments like the piano, the 
trumpet (or the saxophone), guitar 
and drums. Very often, the various

attistes on stage go into 
spontaneous bursts of 
notes that are highly 
creative, Some of the 
great exponents of jazz 
include Louis Armstrong and Miles 
Davis. 

Blues again, owes its origin to the 
African American community, The 
people working in the plantations or 
‘on the railroads would hum a tune 
and later in the day as they went 
home it would become an expression 
of their ideas and woes in life. It relies

Hard Rock was born simultaneously 
in the mid 60s with the advent of 
bands like Deep Purple and Led 
Zeppelin giving way to the Michael 
Jackson of today.

THE NAME 


So widespread is the papaya in 
India today, that itis dificult to believe 
that itis not indigenous. Its name in 
Kannade-parangi mara-meaning for- 
eign tree, does suggest its foreign or 
gin 

The name papaya (Carica papaya) 
appears tobe a corruption ofits name 
in West Indies-ababai. Papaya is 
popularly known as ‘Paw paw’ in the 
UK, ‘mamas’ in Brazi 
‘echoso 
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in Venezuela, and ‘fruita bomba’ in 
Cuba where papaya is a dirty word. 

The various names in different lan- 
guages like papita or papai in our 
‘country are derived from papaya only. 
However, there is another fruit called 
paw paw, grown in the US as well as 
northern India. This is different from 
papaya 


THE TASTE 


Papayas are not hard to find in 
the market these days, but many peo- 
ple still don’t know what a treat they're 
missing until they taste one. 

Nutritionally, papayas are as good 
as they taste. They are very sweet 





but about one-third of a papaya of a 
medium size fruit has only about 40 
Calories, while providing 60 milligrams 
of vitamic C and 40 micrograms ot folic 
acid, 

I your papaya is between one- 
quarter to one-third ripe when you buy 
it, it will ripen fully in two to four days, 
ifleft at room temperature. It you want 
to speed up that process, put it in 2 
paper bag with a banana. Once a 
papaya is ripe, it should be stored in 
aplastic bag in the refrigerator, where 
it will keep for up to a week 

However, the flavor starts to fade 
almost immediately, 50 use it within a 
day oF two. 

THE TREAT 


When you cutopena papaya, you 
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can expect a visual treat. Like musk- 
melons, the central cavity is full of 
small black seeds. Most of us just 
‘throw these away, but they are actu- 
ally edible. They look and taste like 
peppercorns and can be used as a 
garnish or seasoning. They caneven 
be dried and put through a food proc- 
essor to make a tangy spice. 

Fresh papaya wedges are fre- 
quently served with alle lemon juice, 
‘or even a dash of pepper to reduce 
the sweetness. Papaya halves canbe 
filled with cottage cheese (paneer), 
other fruits, or whatever you like and 
enjoyed as a fruit salad or a sweet 
Gish 


THE SPECIAL TREAT 


The papayas grown in Mysore, 
Karnataka are a class by themselves. 
There are two distinct varieties, one 
with orange flesh and dark green skin, 
the other with pink red flesh and a 
mottled green and yellow skin. 

The Mysore papaya should not be 
gobbled in haste. For the best taste, 
the fruit should be stored in a refrig- 
erator overnight and cut in to bits just 
before eating. A single piece is then 
pput in the mouth and chewed gently 
to bring out its fine flavour. 

Avisit to Mysore to see the palace 
‘and Brindavan gardens nearby is not 
complete without eating the local pa- 
payas. 

The most popular South Indian 
breakfast (idli or dosa) will pale into 
insignificance when compared with 
@ bow! of luscious chilled Mysore pa- 
paya cubes washed down with a cup 
of steaming hot filter coffee for which 
also the town is famous.

As early as in 1952, two 
soientists Robert Brigs and 
‘Thomas King created a clone 
tadpole, This was the first at- 
tempt at cloning conducted in an 
animal 

The summer of 1995, saw the 
birth of two lambs which were 
born through this method, 


Further studies on cloning 
and genetic engineering resulted 
in a biological wonder that took 
place in February 1997 -the birth 
of Dally, a creation of the first 
mammal to be cloned from an VAVEAI 
adult. Dolly may look just ike any 
‘other lamb but she is the most remark 
able animal ever born, She was the result 
of cloning from a single cell taken from 
the udder of a six year old ewe, Dolly 
‘was created by Dr, lan Wilmut of Roslin 
Institute. On April 20th 1998, Dolly gave 
birth toa child called Bonny further prov- 
ing the success of cloning 

Iisa fact that cloning is now per- 
formed in more parts of the world to in- 
crease the numbers of cows and sheep.
